My favourite baby knitting yarn is 
Malabrigo Rios - it's both soft and 
hard-wearing, and it's available in 
some vivid colourways. It's worsted 
weight so knits up 
quickly and, of course, 
it’s machine washable 
(very important for 
baby knits). Debbie 
Bliss and Rowan also 
have some great yarn 
options which are 
well-suited to baby knitting.

Patterns 

Some of my favourite baby knitting 
patterns include “In Threes: A 
Baby Cardigan” by Kelly Herdrich 
and “Sprout” by Cheryl Niamath. 
“In Threes” is a simple short- 
sleeved cardigan knitted from the 
top down with no seams, using just 
over 200 metres of worsted 
weight yarn. “Sprout” is a quick-to- 
knit hat which looks fantastic in any 
worsted weight yarn - obviously 
you can knit it in any colour, but 
green is particularly fun! I knitted 
this particular hat for a friend's 
new baby boy and the poor young 
lad was nicknamed 'Sprout' for the 



Obviously it's wonderful to give 
knitted items to new parents and 
babies who ‘deserve’ it (in other 
words, they are lovely and 
understand the work that goes into 
producing anything handmade). 

But don’t forget, baby knitting is 
also a great way to learn new skills, 
but on a smaller scale. For 
example, if you’ve never knitted a 
sweater before and find something 
adult-sized a bit daunting, make a 
baby sweater. If you can manage 
that, you can manage a bigger one!

RIGHT FRONT 

□ Using 4.5mm needles with RS facing, 
starting at bottom edge of Right front, 
pick up and k 88 (88, 88, 89) sts 

□ Rows 1-2: k to end 

□ Row 3: k to end AT THE SAME TIME work 
first buttonhole after first four sts and three 
further buttonholes after every 11 sts as foils:

starting below where Left front seam ends, 

pick up and k 22 sts 

□ Cast off 

Weave in all ends and block LK 

Master ^eru/iam 
short rows 

German short rows are used to 
shape the shoulders of the garment, 
as it helps to reduce the bulk on the 
reverse stocking stitch fabric. When 
working the row, work as directed 
to the turning point, then turn your 
work. With the working yarn in 
front, slip the stitch from the LH 
needle pwise to the RH needle. Pull 
the working yarn to the back of the 
work over the top of the RH needle, 
distorting the stitch and making it 
appear as if there are two stitches. 

If you are purling the next stitch, 
remember to bring the yarn back 
to the front of the work in between 
the needles before you continue. 

After all short rows have been 
worked, work across all stitches, 
knitting or purling the two strands 
together on wrapped stitches.

□ Row 17: 5 ( 6 , 7) ch, idc in second 
ch from hook, idc in each ch and dc 
to end. 32 (34, 36) sts 

□ Rep Row 2 until work meas 42 

(45, 49) cm from beg of neck 
shaping 

□ Cut yarn and fasten off 

SLEEVES 

NOTE: worked from top to cuff 

Using 5mm hook, make 51 (57, 63) ch 



□ Row 1: idc in second ch from 
hook, idc in each ch to end. 50 (56, 
62) sts 

□ Row 2: ich (does not count as 
a st throughout), idc in each dc 
to end 

□ Rep Row 2 a further 2 (4, 6 ) times 

□ Dec one st at each end of foil fifth 
row, then every foil fourth row until 
36 (42,48) sts 

□ Rep Row 2 until work meas 19.5 
(24.5, 26.5) cm, ending after a

Using a 5mm hook, make 49 (51,

dc, 2 dc in each of next two dc, idc 
in each dc to end.

□ Row 3: ich, idc in each of next 24 
(25, 26) sts, 2dc in each of next two 
dc, idc in each dc to end. 52 (54, 

56) sts 

□ Row 4: ich, idc in next 25 (26, 27) 
sts, 2 dc in each of next two dc, idc 
in each dc to end. 54 (56, 58) sts 

□ Row 5: ich, idc in each dc to end 

□ Rep Row 5 a further 21 times 

□ Cut yarn and fasten off 

SHAPE TOP OF HOOD 

□ With RS facing and leaving first 
18 (19, 20) sts unworked, rejoin yarn

If the diagonal slants to the right, twist the yarns on 
knit rows only.

‘Reversing shapings’ is a 
phrase sometimes used in 
garment construction and it 
refers to when two elements 
of the clothing - often the left 
and right front - are mirror 
images of one another. 

To make the right front of 
Pippa’s Hoodie the same as 
the left front, you will need 
to make sure you cast off at 
the beginning of a WS row 
instead of a RS row, and 
swap where you work k2togs 
and skpos to make sure the 
stitches lean in the right 
direction.

TUTORIAL I FINISHING TOUCHES

Deputy editor Adrienne Chandler shows you how 
to decorate your work to add texture and colour 








Also known as duplicate stitch, 
this is a useful technique that 
replicates the shape of knitted 
stitches. This makes is a handy 
alternative to colourwork. 

Step i: Thread your yarn on to a 
tapestry needle and bring the yarn 
out through the knitted fabric at 
the bottom of a stitch. 




Step 2: Following the diagonal 
line of the 'v' of the stitch, insert 
the tapestry needle underneath the 
bottom two strands of the stitch 
above. 




Step 3: Take the yarn back 
through the fabric at the original 
point to complete your Swiss 
darned stitch. 




FRENCH KNOTS 

Step 1: Bring the yarn out 
through the fabric from 
back to front. 

Step 2: Tensioning the 
yarn in your left hand, 
wrap the needle around 
the yarn from back to 
front - the more wraps, the 
larger the knot. 

Step 3: Still holding the 
yarn tightly with your left 
hand, insert the needle 
back into the fabric and 
pull the yarn through, 
releasing your left hand at 
the last minute. 








TWISTED CORDS 

This type of cord make great 
ties for garments or bags and 
is really easy to do. 

Step 1: Cut yarn two lengths 
of yarn three times the 
desired length of the finished 
cord. Knot the two strands 
together at each end and pin 
or tape one end down. 

Step 2: Insert a spare 
knitting needle through the 
other end and twist the yarn 
until it starts to kink. 

Step 3: Bring the two ends 
together, allowing the work 
to twist around itself. 

Step 4: Knot both ends 
together to secure the cord, 
giving it a little tug if needed 
to even out the twist.

TUTORIAL I FINISHING TOUCHES

pull the folded end part of the way 
through the edge of the knitted 
fabric leaving a loop. 




Step 4: Insert the ends of the 
strands through the loop and 
pull tight. 





POMPOMS 



Some places sell pompom makers, but you can also do it the old-fashioned 
way with two discs of card. 



Step 1: Cut two circles out of 
cardboard - the diameter of your 
circle will be the diameter of your 
pompom. Cut a smaller circle in 
the centre of each piece to make 
two rings. A larger hole will mean 




Step 2: Using a long length of yarn 
threaded on to a tapestry needle, 
insert the needle through the centre 
hole and wrap the yarn around the 
outer ring. 




Repeat Step 2 until the ring is 
completely covered and the centre 
hole is filled. 




Step 3: Insert sharp scissors 
between the two cardboard rings 
and cut the wrapped yarn.

Step 4: Tie another length of yarn 
between the cardboard rings, pulling 
it tightly around the centre of the 
pompom and knotting to secure. 




Step 5: remove the cardboard 
rings and trim any ends to give a 
good shape.

TENSION HEADACHE 



It’s really important to knit tension 
square before you begin a project. Not 
everybody knits the same way - some 
knit more tightly than others - and this 
will affect how the stitch pattern looks 
and the finished size of the item. Tension 
squares are usually presented like this: 

22 sts X 30 rows 
lOcm X lOcm 
stocking stitch 
4 mm needles 

To knit your tension square, cast on the 
instructed number of stitches, in this case 
22 , plus five more. Then, using the needle 
size and same stitch pattern given, work 
the instructed number of rows, plus 
five more. Using a ruler and taking your 
measurements from the centre of the 
square, count the number of stitches 
and number of rows over a lOcm square. 
If you have more than you should do, it 
means your knitting is a little tight and 
you may need to use larger needles. 
Similarly, if you have fewer stitches 
and rows, use smaller needles to get 
the correct tension.

AT A LOOSE END? 

Follow these steps for weaving in any 
tails of yarn: 

Thread the yarn on to a tapestry 
needle and work with the WS of the 
project facing upwards. 

. Insert the needle under the loop of each 
stitch, and draw it through. Work it up 



and down the loops of the stitches for 
8cm. An alternative method is to weave 
through the back of the stitch, splitting 
the strand of yarn as you sew. 

Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 

NOTE: In colourwork, weave the yarn 
tails into the matching colour section.

SUBSTITUTION 

There are many reasons to want 
to substitute the yarn given in a 
project, from price to colour selection, 
but there are some important points 
to remember. 

I Choose a yarn with a similar tension 
to the suggested yarn. Match the 
tension given on the ball band of 
the yarns, as the pattern may use a 
different stitch. Remember to do a 
tension square in the new yarn before 
you begin. 

■ Consider the fibre content of the 
yarn and how this might affect the 
finished project. For example, cotton 
yarn will knit up very differently to a 
wool yarn. 




■ Don’t forget to check the care 
instructions of your new yarn. Not all 
yarns are machine washable. 

I Look at the meterage of the new 
yarn, rather than the weight of the 
ball. Not all 50g balls have the same 
meterage and you don't want to 
run short when nearing the end of 
your project. 



ON THE BLOCKS 

Blocking is the process of stretching 
and shaping your finished items 
to create the correct dimensions 
from the pattern and even out your 
stitches. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to be joined 
fit well together. There are a few 
different ways to achieve this, 
so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most 
suitable option. 

Wet blocking: dampen the pieces 
so that they are wet through and 
gently squeeze out the excess 
water. Lay out the pieces and pin 
them to the correct measurements, 



then leave them to dry. For 
delicate fibres and lace projects, 
you can just spritz the pieces with 
a water spray, rather than 
submerging them fully. 

Steaming: lay a damp cloth over your 
work and gently iron over the top - do 
not iron directly on to your knitting. 
Continue to iron until the cloth is dry. 
Another option is to gently hover 
over your work with the iron and 
apply steam until the knitting relaxes, 
this is good for delicate projects and 
textured stitches. 

Pin to the desired measurements 
and allow to set. 




Pippa(pl7) 

To make up the head and 
body, sew centre back seam 
leaving base open to stuff. 
Stuff head, then semi-stuff 
body. Sew running stitch 
around marked neck row, 
and pull to make neckline. 
Stuff rest of body but do not 
close base. Follow instructions 
given to make up rest of doll.

GRAFT THE TOE 




Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive this. 

It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the stitches 
on the needle. Hold the two needles with the remaining 
stitches parallel. The loose end of yarn should be coming 
from the back needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and insert 
it purlwise into the first stitch on the needle closest 
to you. Pull the yarn through but leave the stitch on 
the needle. 



KNIT STITCH 




I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top stitch 
on the left needle. The right hand needle should sit 
behind the left hand one. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the tip of the right hand needle. 




2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of the 
wrapped yarn through the original stitch to create a 
new one on the right hand needle. Slide the original stitch 
off the left hand needle. Repeat from step one. You are 
now knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with other 
stitches to create hundreds of different stitch patterns.

MAKING A SLIP KNOT 




1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, wrap it 
twice around your left index and middle fingers, 
with the second loop closer to the base of the fingers. 
With the backs of the fingers uppermost, insert the 
tip of the needle beneath the first loop and over the 
second, and pull the second loop under the first. 




2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug on 
both ends of yarn to tighten the slip knot 
around the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2, repeat 
steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have been grafted. 
Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into the first stitch 
on the front needle and slide the stitch off. Before you 
pull the yarn through this stitch insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the front needle 
purlwise and pull the yarn through, this time leaving 
the stitch on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the first 
stitch on the back needle and slide it off. Before 
pulling the yarn through this stitch, insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the back needle 
knitwise and pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle.

CABLE CAST ON 




1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, pulling 
it taut (but not too tight). Carefully insert the right 
needle into the knot from front to back, passing 
under the left hand needle. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the point of the right needle. 




2 Pull the loop that forms back through the 

original stitch (knot) and insert the tip of the left 
hand needle into the new stitch from underneath 
to transfer it from the right hand to the left hand 
needle. There should now be two stitches on 
the left hand needle. 




3 Insert the right needle between the two stitches 
on the left needle and wrap the yarn around the 
needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this loop through to 
make a stitch and slip it up and onto the left needle. 
Repeat this creating a new loop behind the last stitch 
and passing it left needle in front of the previous one. 



BACK STITCH 




I Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right sides 
together. Thread the loose end of yarn onto a 
tapestry needle. Start by stitching the two outer edges 
together, then bring the needle through the two pieces 
icm from back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 




2 Push the needle back through at the position 
where the yarn emerged from the previous 
stitch. Return it to the front of the work, approx icm 
ahead of the stitch just made. Repeat this until the 
whole join is complete, working in a straight line. 



JOINING CAST OFF EDGES 





I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up and 
with the cast off edges touching. Thread a tapestry 
needle with the loose yarn and push this through the 
centre of the first stitch, and then in and out through 
the centres of two stitches on the opposite side. 



Take the needle over to the first side 
and insert where it previously exited, bringing 
it out through the centre of the next stitch. Repeat 
this process alternating sides and stitching single 
stitches until the pieces are joined. 



BEGINNING A SEAM 




With the pieces placed next to each other with right 
side upwards, thread the yarn tail through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front to 
back. Then, take the needle behind the first stitch on the 
second piece from the back of the work to the front. The 
yarn will form a figure 8. Tug gently to secure. 



MATTRESS STITCH 




I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to each 
other, hook the horizontal bar of the first stitch with 
the tapestry needle. Move to the other piece and hook 
the first horizontal bar of the stitch on that side. 

2 Repeat this moving from one piece to the next 
and pulling the yarn to tighten the join.

We talk to Sharon Sebrow about knitting 
for your beloved pooch! 



The United Kingdom is a nation of animal lovers, with dogs being the most popular of household 
critters: nearly 50% of homes own a four-legged friend! For those amongst us who knit, it’s 
near impossible not to make an endearing doggy coat or two for our loyal pal. Avid knitter and 
crocheter Sharon Sebrow is on hand to help those out there who intend to craft their pet a 
stylish garment or two: her latest publication. Seamless Knits for Posh Pups, covers a range of 
adorable makes for canines of all sizes. Your pet will be fully kitted out in no time! 



I remember sitting with my 
grandmother at a very young 
age learning to knit, but it 
wasn’t until I was about T1 or 12 
that I really knew what I was 
doing. My father bought me a 
subscription to a knit, crochet 
and sewing magazine - I would 
go through them cover to 
cover and I still have them all! 

My motto is ‘If it takes too 
long, it won’t get finished’. 

I guess you could say I'm a 
little impatitent when it comes 
to my projects - regardless 
of what they are. I tend to get 
bored looking at one project 
too long and then not finish it. 
Becoming bored is the reason 
you might start something new 
in the middle of a project, which 
means you'll end up with lots of 
works-in-progress - and there 
is no satisfaction in half-finished 
projects. Knit what you like and 
want, then share that with others. 
You'd be surprised to know how 
many people enjoy seeing and 
learning about the special things 
you do with your knitting. 



When I got a new puppy back in February, 
she would shake on her walks. I had to 

whip something up for her, but I hate the 
seaming - so I grabbed a calculator and 
wrote a seamless, top-down pattern. The 
sweater came together quickly and my pup 
was dressed. I decided to share this idea for 
others who also prefer to knit seamlessly 
with my new book. Seamless Knits for Posh 
Pups. There are a variety of looks: some with 



sleeves, some without, different 
textures and styles - and they're 
all seamless! When it comes 
to knitting for your pets, make 
sure they'll wear it; it would 
be a shame to waste time and 
effort if it won't be used and 
seen. In many cases, dogs don't 
really need sweaters and in the 
summer months, they may 
not appreciate it. I have a cat. 
Tiger, and he would be furious 
if I put something on him - but 
my mum's cat, Gracie, loves to 
dress up! 



When it comes to seamless 
work, knitting in the round 
is almost a given, so getting 
familiar and comfortable 
with this is crucial. One of 
the most common complaints 
I have heard is that stitches 
fall off the ends of the double- 
pointed needles. When I teach 
how to use them, I have my 
students put point protectors 
on the ends of needles not 
in use so they avoid loosing 
stitches. As they get more 
comfortable, we start removing 
a protector from one side of the unused 
needles and then eventually from the other. 

It's a great way to learn how to work with the 
double-pointed needles without the frustration 
that comes with dropped stitches. In my book. 
Seamless Knits for Posh Pups, I have a whole 
section for tips on seamless knitting and knitting 
in the round for newbies and beginners.

Yarn 

My favourite baby knitting yarn is 
Malabrigo Rios - it's both soft and 
hard-wearing, and it's available in 
some vivid colourways. It's worsted 
weight so knits up 
quickly and, of course, 
it’s machine washable 
(very important for 
baby knits). Debbie 
Bliss and Rowan also 
have some great yarn 
options which are 
well-suited to baby knitting.

Patterns 

Some of my favourite baby knitting 
patterns include “In Threes: A 
Baby Cardigan” by Kelly Herdrich 
and “Sprout” by Cheryl Niamath. 
“In Threes” is a simple short- 
sleeved cardigan knitted from the 
top down with no seams, using just 
over 200 metres of worsted 
weight yarn. “Sprout” is a quick-to- 
knit hat which looks fantastic in any 
worsted weight yarn - obviously 
you can knit it in any colour, but 
green is particularly fun! I knitted 
this particular hat for a friend's 
new baby boy and the poor young 
lad was nicknamed 'Sprout' for the 



Obviously it's wonderful to give 
knitted items to new parents and 
babies who ‘deserve’ it (in other 
words, they are lovely and 
understand the work that goes into 
producing anything handmade). 

But don’t forget, baby knitting is 
also a great way to learn new skills, 
but on a smaller scale. For 
example, if you’ve never knitted a 
sweater before and find something 
adult-sized a bit daunting, make a 
baby sweater. If you can manage 
that, you can manage a bigger one!

Twist shape 

When decreasing for 
the raglans, you need to 
make sure you keep the 
pattern correct. If you don’t 
have enough stitches to 
complete the twist, work 
these stitches in the rib 
pattern, then work the 
twist on the next pattern 
repeat. It is easy to tell 
which stitches to knit and 
which to purl, as you will be 
working the stitches as they 
appear. For example, if the 
next stitch has a V shape it 
should be knitted. If it has a 
bump, it should be purled.

Backward loop cast- on 

This cast-on is quick, easy and 
is ideal for beginners. Make 
a slip knot and place on the 
needle. * Wrap the working 
yarn around your thumb and 
hold it nice and taut. Insert the 
needle underneath the strand 
coming in front of your thumb 
to make a loop on the needle, 
then remove your thumb and 
pull the working yarn tight. 
Repeat from * until you have 
cast on the required number of 
stitches. The finished edge of 
this cast-on technique isn't as 
neat as other cast-on methods, 
so it's most suited to sections 
that will be sewn together 
or embellished.

□ Row 17: 5 ( 6 , 7) ch, idc in second 
ch from hook, idc in each ch and dc 
to end. 32 (34, 36) sts 

□ Rep Row 2 until work meas 42 

(45, 49) cm from beg of neck 
shaping 

□ Cut yarn and fasten off 

SLEEVES 

NOTE: worked from top to cuff 

Using 5mm hook, make 51 (57, 63) ch 



□ Row 1: idc in second ch from 
hook, idc in each ch to end. 50 (56,

a st throughout), idc in each dc

□ Rep Row 2 a further 2 (4, 6 ) times

□ Row 2: ich (does not count as a st 
throughout), idc in next 23 (24, 25) 
dc, 2 dc in each of next two dc, idc 
in each dc to end.

□ Row 3: ich, idc in each of next 24 
(25, 26) sts, 2dc in each of next two 
dc, idc in each dc to end. 52 (54, 

56) sts 

□ Row 4: ich, idc in next 25 (26, 27) 
sts, 2 dc in each of next two dc, idc 
in each dc to end. 54 (56, 58) sts 

□ Row 5: ich, idc in each dc to end 

□ Rep Row 5 a further 21 times 

□ Cut yarn and fasten off 

SHAPE TOP OF HOOD 

□ With RS facing and leaving first 
18 (19, 20) sts unworked, rejoin yarn 
to next dc, ich, idc in same place, 
idc in next lydc, turn 

□ Next row; ich, idc in each dc 
to end 

□ Rep last row 17 (18, 19) times 

□ Cut yarn and fasten off

Using a 5mm hook, make 2ich

Set in Sleeves matching centre of 
foundation ch to centre of side edge 
of coat at shoulder.

Deputy editor Adrienne Chandler shows you how 
to decorate your work to add texture and colour 








Also known as duplicate stitch, 
this is a useful technique that 
replicates the shape of knitted 
stitches. This makes is a handy 
alternative to colourwork. 

Step i: Thread your yarn on to a 
tapestry needle and bring the yarn 
out through the knitted fabric at 
the bottom of a stitch. 




Step 2: Following the diagonal 
line of the 'v' of the stitch, insert 
the tapestry needle underneath the 
bottom two strands of the stitch 
above. 




Step 3: Take the yarn back 
through the fabric at the original 
point to complete your Swiss 
darned stitch. 




FRENCH KNOTS 

Step 1: Bring the yarn out 
through the fabric from 
back to front. 

Step 2: Tensioning the 
yarn in your left hand, 
wrap the needle around 
the yarn from back to 
front - the more wraps, the 
larger the knot. 

Step 3: Still holding the 
yarn tightly with your left 
hand, insert the needle 
back into the fabric and 
pull the yarn through, 
releasing your left hand at 
the last minute. 








TWISTED CORDS 

This type of cord make great 
ties for garments or bags and 
is really easy to do. 

Step 1: Cut yarn two lengths 
of yarn three times the 
desired length of the finished 
cord. Knot the two strands 
together at each end and pin 
or tape one end down. 

Step 2: Insert a spare 
knitting needle through the 
other end and twist the yarn 
until it starts to kink. 

Step 3: Bring the two ends 
together, allowing the work 
to twist around itself. 

Step 4: Knot both ends 
together to secure the cord, 
giving it a little tug if needed 
to even out the twist.

Step i: Cut three equal lengths of 
yarn, double the desired length of 
your tassel.

Step 4: Insert the ends of the 
strands through the loop and 
pull tight. 





POMPOMS 



Some places sell pompom makers, but you can also do it the old-fashioned 
way with two discs of card. 



Step 1: Cut two circles out of 
cardboard - the diameter of your 
circle will be the diameter of your 
pompom. Cut a smaller circle in 
the centre of each piece to make 
two rings. A larger hole will mean 




Step 2: Using a long length of yarn 
threaded on to a tapestry needle, 
insert the needle through the centre 
hole and wrap the yarn around the 
outer ring. 




Repeat Step 2 until the ring is 
completely covered and the centre 
hole is filled. 




Step 3: Insert sharp scissors 
between the two cardboard rings 
and cut the wrapped yarn.

Step 4: Tie another length of yarn 
between the cardboard rings, pulling 
it tightly around the centre of the 
pompom and knotting to secure. 




Step 5: remove the cardboard 
rings and trim any ends to give a 
good shape.

TENSION HEADACHE 



It’s really important to knit tension 
square before you begin a project. Not 
everybody knits the same way - some 
knit more tightly than others - and this 
will affect how the stitch pattern looks 
and the finished size of the item. Tension 
squares are usually presented like this: 

22 sts X 30 rows 
lOcm X lOcm 
stocking stitch 
4 mm needles 

To knit your tension square, cast on the 
instructed number of stitches, in this case 
22 , plus five more. Then, using the needle 
size and same stitch pattern given, work 
the instructed number of rows, plus 
five more. Using a ruler and taking your 
measurements from the centre of the 
square, count the number of stitches 
and number of rows over a lOcm square. 
If you have more than you should do, it 
means your knitting is a little tight and 
you may need to use larger needles. 
Similarly, if you have fewer stitches 
and rows, use smaller needles to get 
the correct tension.

AT A LOOSE END? 

Follow these steps for weaving in any 
tails of yarn: 

Thread the yarn on to a tapestry 
needle and work with the WS of the 
project facing upwards. 

. Insert the needle under the loop of each 
stitch, and draw it through. Work it up 



and down the loops of the stitches for 
8cm. An alternative method is to weave 
through the back of the stitch, splitting 
the strand of yarn as you sew. 

Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 

NOTE: In colourwork, weave the yarn 
tails into the matching colour section.

SUBSTITUTION 

There are many reasons to want 
to substitute the yarn given in a 
project, from price to colour selection, 
but there are some important points 
to remember. 

I Choose a yarn with a similar tension 
to the suggested yarn. Match the 
tension given on the ball band of 
the yarns, as the pattern may use a 
different stitch. Remember to do a 
tension square in the new yarn before 
you begin. 

■ Consider the fibre content of the 
yarn and how this might affect the 
finished project. For example, cotton 
yarn will knit up very differently to a 
wool yarn. 




■ Don’t forget to check the care 
instructions of your new yarn. Not all 
yarns are machine washable. 

I Look at the meterage of the new 
yarn, rather than the weight of the 
ball. Not all 50g balls have the same 
meterage and you don't want to 
run short when nearing the end of 
your project. 



ON THE BLOCKS 

Blocking is the process of stretching 
and shaping your finished items 
to create the correct dimensions 
from the pattern and even out your 
stitches. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to be joined 
fit well together. There are a few 
different ways to achieve this, 
so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most 
suitable option. 

Wet blocking: dampen the pieces 
so that they are wet through and 
gently squeeze out the excess 
water. Lay out the pieces and pin 
them to the correct measurements, 



then leave them to dry. For 
delicate fibres and lace projects, 
you can just spritz the pieces with 
a water spray, rather than 
submerging them fully. 

Steaming: lay a damp cloth over your 
work and gently iron over the top - do 
not iron directly on to your knitting. 
Continue to iron until the cloth is dry. 
Another option is to gently hover 
over your work with the iron and 
apply steam until the knitting relaxes, 
this is good for delicate projects and 
textured stitches. 

Pin to the desired measurements 
and allow to set. 




Pippa(pl7) 

To make up the head and 
body, sew centre back seam 
leaving base open to stuff.

GRAFT THE TOE 




Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive this. 

It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the stitches 
on the needle. Hold the two needles with the remaining 
stitches parallel. The loose end of yarn should be coming 
from the back needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and insert 
it purlwise into the first stitch on the needle closest 
to you. Pull the yarn through but leave the stitch on 
the needle. 



KNIT STITCH 




I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top stitch 
on the left needle. The right hand needle should sit 
behind the left hand one. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the tip of the right hand needle. 




2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of the 
wrapped yarn through the original stitch to create a 
new one on the right hand needle. Slide the original stitch 
off the left hand needle. Repeat from step one. You are 
now knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with other 
stitches to create hundreds of different stitch patterns.

MAKING A SLIP KNOT 




1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, wrap it 
twice around your left index and middle fingers, 
with the second loop closer to the base of the fingers. 
With the backs of the fingers uppermost, insert the 
tip of the needle beneath the first loop and over the 
second, and pull the second loop under the first. 




2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug on 
both ends of yarn to tighten the slip knot 
around the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2, repeat 
steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have been grafted. 
Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into the first stitch 
on the front needle and slide the stitch off. Before you 
pull the yarn through this stitch insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the front needle 
purlwise and pull the yarn through, this time leaving 
the stitch on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the first 
stitch on the back needle and slide it off. Before 
pulling the yarn through this stitch, insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the back needle 
knitwise and pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle.

CABLE CAST ON 




1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, pulling 
it taut (but not too tight). Carefully insert the right 
needle into the knot from front to back, passing 
under the left hand needle. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the point of the right needle. 




2 Pull the loop that forms back through the 

original stitch (knot) and insert the tip of the left 
hand needle into the new stitch from underneath 
to transfer it from the right hand to the left hand 
needle. There should now be two stitches on 
the left hand needle. 




3 Insert the right needle between the two stitches 
on the left needle and wrap the yarn around the 
needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this loop through to 
make a stitch and slip it up and onto the left needle. 
Repeat this creating a new loop behind the last stitch 
and passing it left needle in front of the previous one. 



BACK STITCH 




I Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right sides 
together. Thread the loose end of yarn onto a 
tapestry needle. Start by stitching the two outer edges 
together, then bring the needle through the two pieces 
icm from back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 




2 Push the needle back through at the position 
where the yarn emerged from the previous 
stitch. Return it to the front of the work, approx icm 
ahead of the stitch just made. Repeat this until the 
whole join is complete, working in a straight line. 



JOINING CAST OFF EDGES 





I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up and 
with the cast off edges touching. Thread a tapestry 
needle with the loose yarn and push this through the 
centre of the first stitch, and then in and out through 
the centres of two stitches on the opposite side. 



Take the needle over to the first side 
and insert where it previously exited, bringing 
it out through the centre of the next stitch. Repeat 
this process alternating sides and stitching single 
stitches until the pieces are joined. 



BEGINNING A SEAM 




With the pieces placed next to each other with right 
side upwards, thread the yarn tail through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front to 
back. Then, take the needle behind the first stitch on the 
second piece from the back of the work to the front. The 
yarn will form a figure 8. Tug gently to secure. 



MATTRESS STITCH 




I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to each 
other, hook the horizontal bar of the first stitch with 
the tapestry needle. Move to the other piece and hook 
the first horizontal bar of the stitch on that side. 

2 Repeat this moving from one piece to the next 
and pulling the yarn to tighten the join.

We talk to Sharon Sebrow about knitting 
for your beloved pooch! 



The United Kingdom is a nation of animal lovers, with dogs being the most popular of household 
critters: nearly 50% of homes own a four-legged friend! For those amongst us who knit, it’s 
near impossible not to make an endearing doggy coat or two for our loyal pal. Avid knitter and 
crocheter Sharon Sebrow is on hand to help those out there who intend to craft their pet a 
stylish garment or two: her latest publication. Seamless Knits for Posh Pups, covers a range of 
adorable makes for canines of all sizes. Your pet will be fully kitted out in no time! 



I remember sitting with my 
grandmother at a very young 
age learning to knit, but it 
wasn’t until I was about T1 or 12 
that I really knew what I was 
doing. My father bought me a 
subscription to a knit, crochet 
and sewing magazine - I would 
go through them cover to 
cover and I still have them all! 

My motto is ‘If it takes too 
long, it won’t get finished’. 

I guess you could say I'm a 
little impatitent when it comes 
to my projects - regardless 
of what they are. I tend to get 
bored looking at one project 
too long and then not finish it. 
Becoming bored is the reason 
you might start something new 
in the middle of a project, which 
means you'll end up with lots of 
works-in-progress - and there 
is no satisfaction in half-finished 
projects. Knit what you like and 
want, then share that with others. 
You'd be surprised to know how 
many people enjoy seeing and 
learning about the special things 
you do with your knitting. 



When I got a new puppy back in February, 
she would shake on her walks. I had to 

whip something up for her, but I hate the 
seaming - so I grabbed a calculator and 
wrote a seamless, top-down pattern. The 
sweater came together quickly and my pup 
was dressed. I decided to share this idea for 
others who also prefer to knit seamlessly 
with my new book. Seamless Knits for Posh 
Pups. There are a variety of looks: some with 



sleeves, some without, different 
textures and styles - and they're 
all seamless! When it comes 
to knitting for your pets, make 
sure they'll wear it; it would 
be a shame to waste time and 
effort if it won't be used and 
seen. In many cases, dogs don't 
really need sweaters and in the 
summer months, they may 
not appreciate it. I have a cat. 
Tiger, and he would be furious 
if I put something on him - but 
my mum's cat, Gracie, loves to 
dress up! 



When it comes to seamless 
work, knitting in the round 
is almost a given, so getting 
familiar and comfortable 
with this is crucial. One of 
the most common complaints 
I have heard is that stitches 
fall off the ends of the double- 
pointed needles. When I teach 
how to use them, I have my 
students put point protectors 
on the ends of needles not 
in use so they avoid loosing 
stitches. As they get more 
comfortable, we start removing 
a protector from one side of the unused 
needles and then eventually from the other. 

It's a great way to learn how to work with the 
double-pointed needles without the frustration 
that comes with dropped stitches. In my book. 
Seamless Knits for Posh Pups, I have a whole 
section for tips on seamless knitting and knitting 
in the round for newbies and beginners.
